high command will not ask the 
same thing of all companies. 


REUTHER is ex pected to tailor 
make his demands to fit each 
firm. If what one hears in the 
field is tru e, Reu ther will ask 
more from the big au to firms than 
from the small ones, or the less 
profitable ones or the less au to­ 
mated ones. 


He will ask the gov ernment in 
some fashion to help the small 
er plants — and will u rge the in­ 
du stry to join him in a u nited 
front in this driv e on the gov ern­ 
ment and Congress. 
As Reu ther and his colleagu es 
hav e pu t it ^du ring their own dis 
eu ssions 
of 
their 
Special 
Col­ 
lectiv e 
Bargaining 
Conv ention, 
they want the big produ cers in 
effect to su bsidize the small m et­ 
al indu stry plants. 


For ex ample, wherev er there 
are smaller “ feeder” factories, re 
gional au to u nion leaders hav e 
been distu rbed by the dwindling 
au to parts indu stry . 


There hav e been reports that 
there actu ally are shops where 
only men with 25 to 35 y ears 
seniority are still working. The 
others hav e been laid off 


In some areas shops themselv es 
hav e simply gone ou t of bu siness 
Why ? It’s the natu re of the in­ 
du stry .

THE CAR MAKERS hav e been 
doing what comes natu rally . As 
the larger firms bu ild new au ­ 
tomatic factories they inclu de el­ 
ectronic 
machines 
which 
also 
make spare parts. So they bu y 
less and less from feeder plants. 
A 
decade 
ago 
there was 
a 
sprightly au to parts bu siness. It 
su pplied metal stampings, door 
handles, batteries, coils, steering 
gear, distribu tors, dy e castings, 
electric accessories, ignition sy s­ 
tems, 
bu mpers, 
frames, 
spark 
plu gs, etc. 
Now the au to companies, more 
and more, are making this equ ip­ 
ment themselv es. Thu s there has 
been a shift away from the small 
plants. The big companies ov er 
the 
y ear 
maintain 
their 
work 
force. Bu t not the feeder people. 
Howev er, with a 60 pe: cent in­ 
crease in produ ction since 194 6, 
there are scores of thou sands few­ 
er jobs in the au to produ ction 
bu siness. This despite the more 
majestic mechanism which is to­ 
day ’s car — replete with power 
driv e, 
au tomatic windows, 
and 
air 
conditioning. 
All 
of 
these 
wou ld be ex pected to u se more 
manpower, not less. 


WHAT 
REUTHER, 
in effect, 
now appears to seek is a formu ­ 
la for sharing the work so the 
sm aller plants can su rv iv e. From 
the talk in the field, it seems that 
the au to u nion will go to the most 
su ccessfu l firms and say , cu t the 
work week or the work y ear in 
some fashion. 
How? Giv e 
longer v acations 
Or a three months’ sabbatical aft­ 
er long employ ment. Or ex tended 
sick leav e. Or earlier retirement. 
Bu t this wou ld not apply to the 
smaller au to firms, nor to the 
feeder plants. The less prosperou s 
bu sinesses wou ld not be asked to 
cu t their work week or work 
y ear. Thu s a small plant, say , 
with 200 workers earning $100 for 
a 4 0-hou r week wou ld be able to 
compete with a large corporation 
making its own parts. Becau se, 
u nder the u nion plan, the large 
corporation wou ld hav e to pay 
its people $100 a week for what 
really is a 35 or 38-hou r week 
when av eraged ov er a y ear in

With a few ex cep­ 
tion s. the m atter hasn ’t been men tion ed, 
thou gh it will be when former Vice Pres­ 
iden t Nix on goes back to work as No. 1 
spokesman for the Repu blican party , start­ 
in g n ex t mon th. 
Mr. Ken n edy has been the ben eficiary of 
a frien dly press corps in Washin gton an d 
also has had so man y trou blesome prob­ 
lems n o on e has been in clin ed to ask him 
how he feels n ow abou t the prestige of the 
Un ited States 
Last fall, thou gh, he kept say in g that 
U.S. prestige was in deplorable con dition 
He was n asty abou t it. 
He in sisted that somethin g n eeded to be 
don e abou t it in a hu rry becau se people in 
other n ation s were n o lon ger lookin g at 
the Un ited States in wide-ey ed admiration . 


FT WAS HIS idea throu ghou t the cam ­ 
paign that the way to bolster U.S. pres­ 
tige was to elect him to the presiden cy .

an d n ot a reflection of popu lar opin ion , bu t 
the U S. election was ov er by that time. 
A little of ev ery thin g wen t in to 
Mr. 
Ken n edy ’s broadside allegation that 
U.S. 
prestige had slipped du rin g the Eisen how­ 
er v ears an d wou ld keep on slippin g u n der 
Nix on bu t wou ld leap u p like a phoen ix 
from the ashes of Yan kee ru in ation if ev ­ 
ery body v oted for John F. Ken n edy . 
We thou ght he was fu ll of political n erv e 
gas when he talked that way . We said, as 
man y n ewspapers did. that he shou ld kn ow 
better than to kn ock his own cou n try in a 
campaign 
We didn 't thin k it was Eisen ­

That was on e of the impression s after CIA 
was criticized for n ot predictin g that Com­ 
mu n ist - in spired stu den t riots wou ld break 
ou t in Japan ju st before the v isit plan n ed 
last sirtn me- by Presiden t Eisen hower. 
How cou ld CIA be ex pected to kn ow- abou t 
the n ewest military rev olt again st the gov ­ 
ern men t of Fran ce in Algeria when Gen . de 
Gau lle, himself, has admitted he was su r­ 
prised? What happen ed to the in telligen ce 
agen cy of the Fren ch repu blic? 
As to Cu ba, on the other han d, how cou ld 
CIA keep from kn owin g, if it kn ew an y thin g 
at all. that Ru ssian tan ks an d plan es were 
ready for action in Cu ba? How cou ld it keep 
from kn owin g that a popu lar u prisin g in a 
military dictatorship is abou t as likely as a 
mass con v ersion to religion in an army 
camp? 
The qu estion is w hether CIA is to be blam­ 
ed for these thin gs? If there’s goin g to be an 
in v estigation , it shou ld be good en ou gh to 
establish on ce an d for all what CIA is re­ 
spon sible for doin g an d shou ld be blamed for 
if failu res occu r.

Ju st as a bu sin ess reaches the 
middle stage of a three- or fiv e- 
y ear program, the Con gress or 
the Treasu ry by regu lation can 
u pset the whole apple cart.

It's the same old story . The
